Methodist Building 
Program Progresses 


How much ought, a member give 
toward a new church? 
This ques­ 
tion is running through the minds 
of the members and friends of the 
Methodist 
church 
in 
Arlington 
Heights. The time is approaching 
when all will be given an oppor­ 
tunity to make definite pledges to 
the building program, and consid­ 
erable thinking must preceed this, 
of course. 
The sum to be raised is $25,000. 
As churches go, this isn’t such a 
large sum. 
But to many here, it 
looks 
big. 
The 
cost of 
a new 
church would be much greater if 
it were not for the fact that the 
present building will be utilized. 
When the plant is finished, it will 
be worth somewhere near $75,000. 
All members see the great ad­ 
vantages to the community from 
the new room and the new equip­ 
ment, and so everyone is willing 
to “give until it hurts,” which is 
a slogan of the campaign. 
The 
payments will run over a period of 
five years, so most folks will work 
out the amount that can be given 
in one year, and then pledge five 
times that amount. 
It is hardly expected that there 
will be many really large gifts, al­ 
though every effort will be made 
to get pledges of $1,000 and $2,000 
or more. 
It seems that the bulk 
of pledges will be in the classes 
ranging from $750, $500, $300 
down to $150. 
The campaign committee is try ­ 
ing to interest everyone, even the 
children. 
Surely there 
isn’t a 
child but who can give something. 
Many children can work and earn 
enough each summer to. pay an 
amount that will be very helpful. 
Special printed programs are 
being distributed each week con­ 
taining information 
and sugges­ 
tions to prospective givers. These 
programs are being donated by H. 
O'. Paddock & Sons as a part of 
their contribution to this im p o r­ 
tant improvement in our village. 
The committee has worked out 
a tentative schedule by which 149 
pledges will 
total the 
required 
amount. 
It ought not to be diffi­ 
cult to get that many 
pledges. 
Some of them, however, must be 
for some of the larger amounts. 
This 
schedule 
calls 
for 
three 
pledges of $2,000 each, two of 
$1,000, two of $750, and ten of 
$500, besides 131 smaller ones.
